The 
population in 1897 numbered 890,820, ex- 
clusive of the Spanish military then oc- 
cupying the island and the penal popu- 
lation. A comparison of the census of 
1887 and 1897 shows that the colored race 
is decreasing, the white&now numbering 
64 percent of the wfesJte. The Catholic 
was the state religion, ajid at the time ot 
the American occupation there were only 
two churches of any other faith in Ponco 
and another at Isabell II, in the island 
of Vilques.

The crops 
most generally raised aie, in the order 
of areas'occupied in 189S':- Coffee, 121,176 
acres; cane-, 60,884 acres; tobacco, 4222 
acres.- Coffee cannot be raised without 
shade, as in Brazil. The coffee bushes 
need five years for full development un- 
<ter the shade of banana or other trees, 
and continue bearing 26 and even to 50 
years. Bananas give both shade and 
fruit the first year. Coffee farms are 
exempt from tax%s> for the first five 
years. The grades of coffee are among 
the finest. 


The fruits of the island are such as 


are common to tropical countries. The 
raising of cattle is an important and 
lucrative industry. The daily wages of 
the common field labocer range from 35 
to 50 cents, native money. Women are 
rarely seen In the fielfiS^ The people are 
industrious.

Jean Fraley Hallcwell, who writes 


in The Ladies'Eome Journal of "When 
Lafayette Sode Into Philadelphia," 


i eays that "it is difficult to understaud 


j at this late day what a furore of ex- 


I citcrneiit passed over this country when 
| Lafnyetto arrived once more in'Amer- 
' ica. 
Tho visit is a historic event to be 


remembered while memory endures. 
During President Monroe's second ad- 
ministration the United States extended 
its invitation to Lafayette. He arrived 
at Stateu Island on Aug. 15 (Suiidny), 
1824, 
accompanied by his son, George 


Washington Lafnyette, and also by his 
soii-in-law. A formal reception 
took 


place on t\ie following day, tbe first 
fruits of tho raosr- abundant harvest of 
welcome which Lufayotte was to receive 
during his year of travel through the 
United States. 


"Lafayette was 67 years old when be 


visited America as the nation's guest 
and carried his years lightly. His head 
was shaped like that of Burns. Ho had 
a high forehead, loug, aquiline nose 
and a rather thin face. His hair was 
sandy and quite plentiful. 
His eyes 


were dark gray, restless and twinkling, 
his eyebrows light in color, but heavily 
marked. His mouth was firm, aud his 
lips smiled courteously at the holiday 
crowd assembled to do him honor. The 
general was not very tall, but well 
made. His face was distinctly pleasant, j 
and its expression was on odd mixture ' 
of shrewdness, decisicu and gay good 
humor. His costume was a swallow- 
tailed coat and trousers of dark brown, 
with a great display of white waistcoat 
and neckcloth. A bnnch of seals hung 
from a brond black ribbon at his waist. 
Over his shoulders hung a cloth riding 
cloak, greenish blue in color and lined 
with red.''

"Bah!" he said. "You have a lot to 


learn, young man. Yon have as much 
sentiment in your construction, as thi* 
stick I cany: 


"The idea of a youth like you trying

"Let me tpll yon something. I don't 


say but that there are many brave and 
gallant mariners in the business now. 
But the old shipwreck meant more in 
the matter of life taking than the ship- 
wreck of today does. Did yon ever hear 
tell of a sailor of the old school trying 
to get into a boat hefore the passengers 
were out of danger? Yon needn't say 
yon have, because you have not 
"Why, 


the only ones who ever attempt any- 
thing of that kind are stokers and fire- 
men and rowdies who have the impu- 
dence to call themselves sailors. 


"I remember the case of ashore loafer 


.named Holmes, who tried a shenanigan 
like that. He was afterward tried in the 
United States circuit court at Philadel- 
phia and was convicted of manslaughter. 
He was one of 30 shipwrecked persons 
who took to the loag boat, which -was 
greatly overloaded and constantly in 
danger of sinking. Well, this beach rat 
Holmes and some more of Abraham's 
men threw overheard 16 passengers, two 
of whom were women, to lighten the 
boat. The court held that a sailor is 
bound by law, if necessary, to sacrifice 
his life to save the life of passengers, 
Furthermore the court held that while 
two sailors might struggle with each 
other for the possession of the same 
plank which could save but one, if a 
passenger were on the plank even the 
law of necessity would not jnstify the 
sailors in taking it from him.

president for four or five years," said 
the governor, "and he thinks there is 
to one like Jim Maine." 


''Me for president?" said Blaina 
•"'Yes, yon for president 
Do you 


•want to stop and go in to see him a 
minute? Nothing would please him bet- 
ter." 


They went in and remained a few 


minutes. Blaine trotted the children on 
his lap and talked freely with the sick 
man, whose name was David Kexr. 


Blaine and the governor raet-at Gar* 


field's inauguration. 


"How are you, Will?*' £e£erl .Blaine, 


And he asked all about the men he had 
met in Cnmback's town, several months 
before and called nearly all of them by 
their first names. 
"Oh, yes," he said, 


"how is Dave Kerr? Did he ever gel 
well? Poor fellow, he suffered terribly. 
And those little children, how aboui 
them?" 


This may be considered a wonderful 


feat of memory. It was in Octoberwhen 
he met these people, and it was on tha 
*th of March, nearly five months after- 
ward, that he recalled his visrk re- 
membering the name of every person 
he was introduced to on that day. H€ 
had seen a million people since thai 
time and had shaken bands with and 
met thousands.

Blaine on his speaking tour through In- 
diana during his campaign in 1884. It 
was just ten days before election. Cum- 
back left him at Lafayette, saying thai 
he wouldn't see him again until thfi 
inauguration.

fully. ' 'I'm afraid it won't be, " 


He had an unusual, vacant, faraway 


took in his eyes, and he was very seri- 
ous. His words came slowly and hesi- 
tatingly. Mr. Onmback assured him 
that there was no doubt, bnt Blaina 
shook his head. 


"I don't know," said ha "I've had 


a sort of feeling for the last week thai 
I wouldn't be elected. I hope I will, 
but the outcome is doubtful, and I feel 
now as if it wore very doubtful. Bnt if ] 
am defeated I will go to work the nesi 
day on my book.''

The dam is located above the bridge 


en East Main street, at the foot of tho 
slight hill at Uio f-nti-ance to the vil- 
lage of \Villiamstm\n by way of the 
state road from this city. It has been 
built feu- many years, and was used 
for the old "Wa'ley mill which stood 
there. Some years ago it was bought 
by the electric light company, but has 
never been used by it 
to 
furnish 


power. It was nut known, that the 
(lam 
was weak, ard no one had 


thought of th& posisbility of such an 
accident. 


When the thaw began, and the ice in 


the river commenced, to melt, the wa- 
ter rose rapidly, until at ah-mt 10.15 
o'clock this morning- the pressure on 
the dam became too great, and it \vas 
carried away. 


A wave of water swept down, and 


speedily swamped the river banks on 
toth sides. The water flooded the cel- 
lars of the houses near the river, and 
flooded the lan,d around to some depth 
for a short time. 


Only one person was in danger, Mrs. 


Connors having a rather narrow es- 
cape with her two children. She was 
sifting ashes at the back end of her 
garden, near the river, and her two 
srrnall children were playing- near. She 
heard the noise of the breaking dam, 
but looked in the wrong- direction first, 
and by the tjnie she saw what the 
trouble was. the water was sweeping 
about her feet. 
She quickly caught 


up the two children, and ran towards 
the house, escaping the wave of water 
that followed. 


The water quickly subsided, there 


not being enough in the dam to over- 
flow the river banks long-. The echief 
damage, aside from the lops of the 
dam,'will be in the cellars of the houses 
near the river. 


A member of the company 
which 


owned the dam said this aflern on 
that plans were already being rr.ir' 
to rebuild the dam, a,r,d this will b; 
done at once. 
The exact amount of 


the loss done in the destruction of the 
dam could not be told.

The resolve introduced by Mr. Fitts 


01 Sorncrville irt the legislature this 
week concerning- spelling is the first 
of its kind, and its provisions will be 
or interest. This reaMve provides that 
in all works for the legislative and 
state departments, except in education- 
al and other works, where a different 
orthography may be required, the fol- 
lowing changes be adiopted: 


First—Drop "ue" in words like dia- 


logue when the preceding vowel 
is 


short. 


Second—Drop final "e" in such words 


as definite when preceding vowel is 
short. 
Third—Drop final "te" in words like 


quartette. 
Fourth—Drop final "me" in words like 
programme. 


Fifth—Change "ph" to "f" in words 


like phantom, telegraph, etc. 


Sixth—Substitute "e" for diphthongs 


"ae" and "oe." 


District Attorney Howard started a 


si-nsation at the closi- of yesterday's 
session of the court 
in Troy before 


which Archie- Mull is being tried for 
murder, vheu he aiked tho judge to 
give instructions to the jurymen as to 
wh.it they were to do in case anyone 
approached them in regard to the case, 
la making this icquost he said he had 
cause to believe- that there had been 
an attempt to bribe a part of the jury. 
This statement caused a decided sen- 
sation, but Mr. Fursman, counsel for 
the defense, af once said that he would 
add his voice to the request, as if any 
such attempt had been made it was 
without 
his 
knowledge, or that of 


Mull. 
At this Mr. Howard retorted 


quickly: 


"Well. I believe I have the best evi- 


dence that some one, purporting to 
represent the defendant, 
offered 
a 


juror $300 to vote in Mull's favor, and 
I believe that at least one of the jurors 
has been made aware of this fact." 


Mr. Fursman answered that if the 


district attorney had such evidence in 
his possession he thought an arrest 
should be made at once. He asked the 
court to instruct the jury that no words 
of the counsel should be taken as evi- 
dence in the case. 


Justice Chester instructed the jurors 


to that effect, and directed them that 
it was their duty to report to the court 
any attempt made to approach them 
on the subject, whether it be a written 
or verbal communication. 


Hfi'trict Attorney Howard said after 


the session that he would take im- 
mediate steps! tuward the prosecution 
of the person wh,o had attempted to 
tamper with the jury. After he had 
m^ule his statement concerning1 the at- 
tempt at bribery in the court he had 
learned that a second juror had been 
approached. The one who offered the 
bribe, the district attorney said, is a 
resident of Sandlake. It is probable 
that his arrest will be made today or 
to-morrow. 


So far ths prosecution's case 
has 


been along the same lines as developed 
in the first trial, and accordingly lacks 
the interest that attached to it when 
the evidence was first given. The chief 
ineresting feature of yesterdays tes- 
timony was when Mr. Fursman ob- 
jected to the admission of pictures of 
Mr. Lord's body 
being 
admitted in 


evidence, saying that the body had 
passed through the hands of physicians 
and the undertaker before the photo- 
graphs were made, and that the pic- 
tures were offered for the purpose of 
working on the sympathies 
of 
tha 


jurors. 
This 
the district 
attorney 


'1anied, saying1 that the purpose was 
merely to determine the location of 
he wounds. The body appeared much 
etter after being prepared for burial 
han directly after the crime. The ob- 
ection of Mr. Fursman was overruled 
and he took an exception. 


The prosecution last night had exam- 
ned a large number of witnesses, and 
carried the story of the day of the mur- 
der up to the finding of the body of Mr. 
T-.ord. Great pains has been taken this 
ime to omit nothing in making a per- 
ect chain to show Mull's movements, 
and the prosecution is confident of 
being able to prove its case without 
eaving the slightest room for doubt. 
It is expected that the prosecution will 
finish by tonight, when the defense 
will begin its work. There is much in- 
terest to see if the ling of defense will 
be the sanv as in the first trial. The 
story of the boy, Snyder, who was as- 
laulted at the time of the murder, was 
the chief feature expected for today's 
trial.
